Education 
minister 
pushes for 
school nurses

School nurses could be back in 
Alberta schools as early as this fall, 
according to the minister of edu¬ 
cation. 

Thomas Lukaszuk told Metro he 
sees incredible benefits to re-insti- 
tuting nurses into the school sys¬ 
tem and he is actively working on 
such an initiative. 

“(Nurses), sort of through attri¬ 
tion, disappeared over the last 20 to 
25 years in our schools,” he said. 
“My first six grades of education 
were in Europe and we always had 
a nurse in the school, and I remem¬ 
ber them to be very valuable.” 

Lukaszuk indicated he’s work¬ 
ing with Health and Wellness Min¬ 


ister Fred Horne to develop the 
framework to launch a pilot pro¬ 
gram, which he says could be oper¬ 
ating in Calgary and Edmonton 
schools this fall. 

“Obviously proximity to stu¬ 
dents is important, and early inter¬ 
vention, especially with mental 
health issues,” said Home. 

Lukaszuk said there are oppor¬ 
tunities for nurses to provide care 
to students for a certain portion of 
the day and serve the broader com¬ 
munity after school hours. 

“There are a number of roles a 
public health or community nurse 
could play in a school,” he said. “It’s 
something I’m working on very 
actively.”

Despite speed warnings, 
statistics show some Ed¬ 
monton motorists are put¬ 
ting their foot on the gas 
when it comes to intersec¬ 
tions.

When she was a child, 
nurses were physically 
present in schools. 

“The way I remember 
(it), if you fell down and 
cut your leg or if you 
were on the playground 
and fell off the monkey 
bars, you were sent to 
the nurse’s office and 
triaged,” said Slessor. 

While none of 
Slessor’s four children 
have medical concerns, 
her daughter in Grade 2 
with cerebral palsy 
sometimes has issues 
though she is not med¬ 
ically fragile. 

Should nurses be re¬ 
instituted, Slessor is in¬ 


terested to know how it 
would work. 

“I don’t see the bene¬ 
fit of having a nurse in 
one day a week,” she 
said. “Perhaps they 
could be stationed at 
School A and also go to 
School B to help there.” 

Alberta Health Servic¬ 
es nurses are available 
to schools for immuniza¬ 
tions or by request. 

Slessor’s other kids 
are in grades 6, 7 and 8. 

Slessor said another 
concern is how the nurs¬ 
es in the schools, 
whether it be part time 
or full time, would be 
paid for. 

Should the pilot be a 
success in Edmonton 
and Calgary schools, it 
could spread elsewhere 
such as the Sturgeon 
County and St. Albert 
Protestant school 
boards, where Slessor’s 
children are enrolled.

Public health nurses 
are provided for school 
use, as well as for commu¬ 
nity health centres, ac¬ 
cording to Alberta Health 
Services spokesperson 
Kerry Williamson. 

The AHS staff are as¬ 
signed a certain number 
of schools, whether it be 
Catholic or public, said 
Lori Nagy, spokesperson 
for Edmonton Catholic 
School District. 

“They actually don’t 
spend any time in the 
school,” said Nagy. “That’s 
kind of how the role has 
evolved now. It’s just dif¬ 
ferent than it used to be.” 

But they’re engaged

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Promises on 
health care 
kept: Redford 

O Wildrose leader calls premier ‘a 
woman that can’t be trusted’ 


Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford says she is keeping her 
promise to get to the bottom 
of allegations that doctors 
have been intimidated for 
speaking up about the 
province’s health care. 

But in a telephone news 
conference, she said it’s time 
to move past those concerns 
and get on with reforming 
the system. 

“At some point, we have to 
move ahead and we have to 


resolve things,” Redford said 
Thursday. 

On Tuesday, Health Minis¬ 
ter Fred Home announced an 
inquiry to follow up a damn¬ 
ing Health Quality Council 
report of abuse and misman¬ 
agement in health care. 

But even though Redford 
had promised a few days ear¬ 
lier that the inquiry would 
further explore evidence that 
doctors had been bullied and 
sanctioned for speaking out, 


Home said it would only be 
given a mandate to look into 
alleged queue-jumping for 
treatments and surgeries. 

On Thursday, Redford said 
her government’s inquiry 
does fulfil her promises, 
which were central to her 
campaign for the Tory leader¬ 
ship. If the inquiry decides 
doctor intimidation and 
queue-jumping are related, it 
may look into both, she said.

A passenger train that de¬ 
railed while switching 
tracks — killing three engi¬ 
neers and injuring 45 pas¬ 
sengers — was travelling at 
almost 108 km/h when it 
derailed west of Toronto on 
Sunday, says The Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board. 

The speed limit while 
changing tracks at that par¬ 
ticular switch is 24 kilome¬ 
tres per hour. 

“While we know the ex¬ 
cess speed caused the de¬ 
railment, this is not the 
end of the investigation,” 
lead investigator Tom Grif¬ 
fith said Thursday. “It’s on¬ 
ly the beginning. 

“We need to figure out 
why. We need to under¬ 
stand the environment in 
which the crew was operat¬ 
ing and why they made the 
decisions they did.” 

Griffith said the train’s 
black box also shows the 


brakes were not applied be¬ 
fore the crash. 

When asked if track sig¬ 
nals to alert the crew were 
working, Griffith replied: 
“Were the signals 100 per 
cent? We don’t know that 
right now.” 

Still, Griffith said there’s 
no indication the signals 
were malfunctioning, 
adding he doesn’t know 
why the brakes weren’t ap¬ 
plied, or why the speed 
was as high as it was. 

Two of the engineers, 
Peter Snarr, 52, and Ken 
Simmonds, 56, both of 
Toronto, were experienced 
drivers, each with more 
than 30 years in the indus¬ 
try. A trainee, Patrick 
Robinson, 40, of Cornwall, 
Ont., joined them in the 
cab to observe. Although 
Robinson was new to pas¬ 
senger trains, he had 20 
years experience with

Young farmers 
face tough start 

O Youth have trouble securing much-needed capital 
O Number of Canadian farms in steep decline 


Cammie Harbottle consid¬ 
ers herself one of the lucky 
ones. 

When the 30-year-old 
began growing vegetables 
in Tatamagouche, N.S. 
three years ago, she was 
able to sidestep two of the 
biggest hurdles facing 
young Canadians trying to 
start a farm: access to af¬ 
fordable land and equip¬ 
ment. 

Harbottle was offered a 
cheap, long-term lease on 
a large piece of farmland 
set up as a community 
land trust by a few friends. 
She was also able to split 
the costs of a second-hand 
tractor and other equip¬ 
ment with farmers using 
the same land. 


Canada’s farms 


► Canada’s current agricultur¬ 
al policy, a $ 1.3-billion 
agreement between 
Ottawa, the provinces and 
territories signed in 2008, is 
set to expire in 2013. 

► Advocates are hoping a 
new agreement is geared 
toward new, small-scale 
farmers rather than large- 

j scale industrial ones. 

“I was really fortunate,” 
Harbottle said, a native of 
British Columbia who 
worked on farms in her 
home province before 
heading east. 

Others, however, don’t 
have such advantages. 


Buying or leasing land, 
particularly near a city, 
can be crippling to a 
farmer just starting out. 
And many young farmers 
have difficulty finding a 
bank willing to lend them 
money for start-up costs. 

At the same time, the 
age of the average farmer 
continues to climb. 

Roughly 40 per cent of 
Canadian farmers are over 
55, and relatively few 
young people are entering 
the farming business. 
With many of those farm¬ 
ers set to retire, the next 
decade could be pivotal in 
determining how Canada 
produces and consumes its 
food.

Meet the flash mob’s evil twin 


EVIL FLASH MOBS: HOW THEY WORK 
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The young man noticed 
that the Hugo Boss store 
was staffed by a single 
sales clerk. He posted a 
message to the app 
Foursquare from his 
smartphone. Thirty min¬ 
utes later, a mob of 50 en¬ 
tered the store and 
ransacked it. By the time 
police arrived three min¬ 
utes later, the mob had dis¬ 
persed. 

This is the dark side of 
the flash mob. If smart¬ 
phone-powered crowds 
can come together to do a 
good deed, they can just as 
easily gather to commit 
crimes. 

“Criminals don’t have 
worse skills with technolo¬ 
gy than average citizens,” 
says George Knox, director 
of the U.S. National Gang 
Crime Research Center in 
Chicago. “Gangs use flash

mobs for looting. If there’s 
a security guard, he can 
tackle four to five people, 
but not 50, and most shops 
can’t afford to install secu¬ 
rity systems.” 

The 2011 London riots 
were, in essence, “flash 
robs” — impromptu loot¬ 
ing of stores organized on 
social media. Criminal 
flash mobs, consisting 
mostly of teenagers, have 
also attacked stores and 
residents in Philadelphia, 


Washington, Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 

Flash robs haven’t yet 
taken over city centres, al¬ 
though not for lack of try¬ 
ing. 

“The police are getting 
very sophisticated about 


getting information from 
people’s phones,” says 
Daniel Silverstone, a pro¬ 
fessor of criminology at 
London Metropolitan Uni¬ 
versity. 

Const. Scott Mills of the 
Toronto Police Service is 


among 170 officers who 
have received social-media 
training, and whose job it 
is to root out flash robs be¬ 
fore they happen. 

“I’m walking the beat 
on social media, and that 
prevents crimes just like a 


cop walking the street 
does,” says Mills, also 
known as Graffiti BMX Cop 
(@GrafRtiBMXCop). 

“I look for signs of trou¬ 
ble on Twitter and Face- 
book, and young people 
can report things to me on 
the same media. Users ap¬ 
proach me on Twitter and 
Faceboolc and say things 
like, ‘Hey, check this out.’ 
Once, a Faceboolc user told 
me about a planned school 
shooting, and we were 
able to prevent it.” 

But we mustn’t always 
assume that people getting 
together have bad inten¬ 
tions, says Clifford Stott, 
lecturer in crowd psychol¬ 
ogy at the University of 
Liverpool. 

“After the London riots,” 
he notes, “people used so¬ 
cial media to quickly gath¬ 
er and clean up.” 


Smoke, panic, separation: 


The worst moments for 
Gordon and Eleanor Brad- 
well on the disabled 
cruise ship Costa Allegra 
came immediately after 
the wail of the general 
alarm. Eleanor quickly 
left lunch to get a life vest 
in the couple’s cabin.

Currently there are at 
least two kinds of “flash 
robs.” The first are crimi¬ 
nal actions by small-time 
thieves who target shops, 
flood them suddenly, over¬ 
whelm clerks, take what 
they can and leave before 
police can arrive.

U.S. Senate votes to require coverage of birth 


A Republican effort to roll 
back President Barack 
Obama’s policy on contra¬ 
ception insurance cover¬ 
age was defeated on 
Thursday in the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate. 

The 51-48 vote killed an 
amendment that would 
have allowed employers 
and insurers to opt out of 
portions of Obama’s 
health care law that they 
found morally objection¬ 


able. That would have in¬ 
cluded the law’s require¬ 
ment that insurers cover 
the costs of birth control. 
The Democrats said the 
measure would have al¬ 
lowed employers and in¬ 
surers to opt out of 
virtually any medical 
treatment with the mere 
mention of a moral or re¬ 
ligious objection. 

Republicans argued 
that the law should be re¬ 


versed because it violates 
the U.S. Constitution’s 
First Amendment guaran¬ 
tee of religious freedom 
by forcing insurers and 
employers to pay for con¬ 
traception even if their 
faith forbids the use of 
birth control. 

Democrats said the 
amendment, Mo, was an 
assault on women’s rights 
and could be used to can¬ 
cel virtually any part of

tel, police said. 


Padge Victoria Wind¬ 
slowe, 42, was arrested 
Wednesday night as she 
prepared to host a “pump¬ 


ing party,” where she was 
to illegally inject clients, 
according to police. 

She faces charges in¬ 
cluding aggravated assault 
and deceptive practices af¬ 
ter one of her clients, an 
exotic dancer, suffered se¬ 
rious lung problems after 
an injection, Philadelphia 
police Lt. John Walker 
said. Windslowe was ar¬ 
raigned Thursday and was 
being held on $10 million 
bail, prosecutors said. 


Windslowe is a person 
of interest in the death of 
the 20-year-old London 
woman who last year re¬ 
ceived injections at a ho¬ 
tel near Philadelphia 
International Airport, 
Walker said. 

He said she will likely 
be charged with murder 
in that case if the medical 
examiner rules Wind¬ 
slowe’s injection caused 
the death of Claudia 
Aderotimi, who com¬ 


plained of chest pain and 
difficulty breathing fol¬ 
lowing the procedure. No 
charges have been filed. 

As part of the proce¬ 
dures, authorities said, 
Windslowe would clean 
the site and then inject a 
substance she described as 
silicone into the client's 
buttocks. When the proce¬ 
dure was done, she would 
cover the wound with 
glue, Walker said.

Unemployment in the 17- 
countiy eurozone unex¬ 
pectedly spiked to 10.7 per 
cent in January, its highest 
rate since the euro was es¬ 
tablished in 1999, while in¬ 
flation pushed beyond the 
European Central Bank’s 
target, official figures 
showed Thursday 

The increase reported by 
Eurostat, the EU’s statistics 
office, was much more than 
expected. The consensus in 
the markets was for the 
rate to remain unchanged 
at December’s previously 


reported rate of 10.4 per 
cent. Instead, December’s 
rate was instead revised up¬ 
ward to 10.6 per cent. 

Europe’s unemployment 
rate has been steadily tick¬ 
ing up all year as the wider 
economy wanes in the face 
of a protracted debt crisis 
that’s meant widespread 
austerity measures being 
pursued across the single 
currency zone. Spain had 
the highest unemployment 
rate in the eurozone at a 
massive 23.3 per cent, 
while Greece’s had edged 


up to 19.9 per cent in De¬ 
cember, the last available 
figures for the debt-ridden 
country. 

The statistics office also 
revealed that inflation 
across the eurozone ticked 
up in February to 2.7 per 
cent from 2.6 per cent the 
previous month. Again the 
increase was unexpected 
and takes inflation further 
above the European Central 
Bank’s target of keeping 
price rises at just below 2 
per cent.

O Net income improved in final quarter of 2011 


Canada’s current account 
performance with the rest 
of the world improved 
slightly in the latter part 
of 2011, but remains in a 
significant deficit for the 
third straight year. 

With all data in, the 
country’s net income posi¬ 
tion covering merchan¬ 
dise trade, relative 
exchanges in services such 
as travel, and inflows and 
outflows of investments 
improved to a deficit of 
$48.3 billion in 2011, Sta¬ 


tistics Canada said Thurs¬ 
day. 

That was slightly weak¬ 
er than expected and 
remains not far off the 
record $50.9-billion short¬ 
fall set in 2010. 

The improvement came 
mostly in the final quar¬ 
ter, when a bump in mer¬ 
chandise trade help 
shrink the seasonally ad¬ 
justed deficit by $2 billion 
to $10.3 billion. 

That suggests Canada's 
economy ended the year 


on a strong footing, said 
economist Francis Fong of 
TD Bank, who is calling 
for a better than consen¬ 
sus fourth-quarter output 
gain of 2.5 per cent when 
the figure is released Fri¬ 
day. “Going forward, re¬ 
cent improvements in the 
European debt crisis and 
the U.S. economy could 
likely lead to further im¬ 
provements in the current 
account deficit in the 
months ahead,” he said.

Richard: Mark, by and 
large, I liked The Lorax. It

At 70 
pages, the book doesn’t 
quite offer up enough to fill 
out a feature length movie.

MB: It wasn’t the padding 
that bothered me as much 
as the hectoring tone of its 
pro-environmental, anti- 


entrepreneurial message. 
Finally, a film for the whole 
Socialist family! But the 
great eye candy and pro¬ 
duction numbers puts this 
kid flick in the plus column 
for me. Surely you liked the 
chorus of singing goldfish? 

RC: The goldfish are part 
Andrews Sisters, part 
Greek Chorus and are the 
best thing in the movie. 
Loved them, and I liked 
much of the movie, but it 
just didn’t feel Suessy or 
Seussian, or whatever the 
word would be, enough. 
Kids will like the cute crea¬ 
tures and the Lorax’s giant

MB: I never read the book 
so I had no expectations. I 
guess the obvious thing 
that’s missing is Seuss’ 
trademark rhyming dia¬ 
logue. But I thought the 
movie was true to his visual 
style. And I was grateful 
that it was animated rather 
than those horrible live ac¬ 
tion Seuss adaptations us¬ 
ing over-caffeinated 

comedians. 

RC: Tell me about it. The 
best Seuss adaptation 
starred horror legend Boris 
Karloff! The Grinch Who 


Stole Christmas is the 
benchmark; it really brings 
the good doctor’s charac¬ 
ters to life. The Lorax, for 
all its charms, doesn’t real¬ 
ly feel like Dr. Seuss. It just 
doesn’t feel green-eggs-and- 
hammy, or in non-Seuss 
terms, magical enough. Do 
you think kids will like it? 
Will they get the ‘save the 
planet’ message? 

MB: I think it’s aimed at 
kids four to nine. The mes¬ 
sage is so explicit it would 
be hard to miss. Parents 
can enjoy it for the visual 
imagery and pop culture 
jokes. But it doesn’t have 
the depth of a Pixar film or 
classic Disney.

Taylor Kitsch is well aware 
that a lot is riding on 2012 
for him, career-wise. With 
lead roles in a pair of pre¬ 
sumed blockbusters — this 
month’s John Carter fol¬ 
lowed by Battleship in May 
— and Oliver Stone’s Sav¬ 
ages later this year, Kitsch 
is set to have his status in 
Hollywood solidified one 
way or the other. But he 
has other things on his 
mind — and a house to fin¬ 
ish. 


Your face basically is the 
marketing campaign for 
John Carter. 

Yeah, yeah. I mean, that is 
something you never, ever 
get used to. I think it really 
is a once-in-a-lifetime kind 
of year for me coming up 
with these three films. It’s 
insane. I think it’s also a 
cool moment just to have 
within yourself, like it’s re¬ 
ally come full-circle for the 
most part through the 
struggle or whatever it was 
to get to this point. 

Being the title character in a 
potential franchise, how is it 
to watch the marketing cam¬ 
paign at work and have no 
control over it? 

I think you just nailed it, I 


don’t have control over it. I 
mean, I just can’t wear so 
many hats. I’m so on the 
inside — obviously, being 
him — but there’s things, 
yeah, that I would love to 
have seen different. 
There’s also things that 
they’ve done that have 
opened my eyes to it in a 
different way. So, I mean, I 
really don’t have power on 
it at the end of the day... 

There’s a lot of you on 
display in this film. Did you 
ever wish that he’d discover 
a shirt or a pair of pants 
somewhere on Mars? 

I loved the Civil War 
Carter, put it that way. 
(laughs) It’s ... exposed, to 
say the least. 

You’ve been trying to mix 
big and small films in your 
career. What’s the strategy 
for that? 

I can tell you. From day 
one, it’s been keeping it 
simple, working with peo¬ 
ple that will empower and 
make you better at the end 
of the day and doing char¬ 
acter-driven roles. That’s 
not going to change. At 
this point, I just simply 
won’t work. Because it’s so 
much f—ing energy, and 
it’s so much that you put 
into it, that if you’re not 
waking up ready and will¬ 
ing to give everything you 
have for it, it just ain’t 


worth it. So I’d rather just 
do a lot of other things if 
that’s the case. 

You’ve referred to living in 
Austin as “staying out of the 
s—” and avoiding the trap¬ 
pings of Hollywood. How do 
you manage that? 

I think because of having a 
later start and knowing 
who I am and being 
grounded within myself, I 
don’t need that to be vali¬ 
dated. That’s a big thing 
for me, and I truly am in it 
for just the work. Even at 
the beginning, people 
were like, “Maybe you 
should go to this party to 
meet this guy,” and I never 
wanted to or never will get 
a job that way — to 
schmooze, to do this and 
that. I’ll get it through my 
work. That’s the way I am, 
and Austin is just an amaz¬ 
ing escape. 

And being Canadian doesn’t 
hurt, right? 

Yeah, my Canadian up¬ 
bringing, man. My mom 
raised us three boys by 
herself. To say the least, 
we didn’t have a lot of 
money. And it’s the core 
things that truly matter at 
the end of the day any¬ 
ways, so to be in front of 
all that stuff, you’re able 
to laugh at it rather than 
need it. That’s the differ¬ 
ence.

McGowan looks 
to repay Blue Jays

Toronto Blue Jays pitcher 
Dustin McGowan is grateful 
the organization stuck with 
him during his long road 
back from injuries. 

He’s ready to prove that 
he’s worth the wait. 

For the first time since 
2008, McGowan’s ofF-sea- 
son routine was not over¬ 
loaded with shoulder 
rehabilitation. He finally 
feels fresh again and will 
get a chance this spring to 
show he belongs in Toron¬ 
to’s starting rotation. 

“Any other organization 
I might have been done, I 
might have been looking 
for a new team,” McGowan 
said Thursday. “But (GM) 
Alex (Anthopoulos) stuck 
with me and I’m glad the 
(organization) did. Now it’s 


my turn to return the 
favour to them and I hope I 
do that.” 

The six-foot-three, 235- 
pound right-hander has 
shown flashes of brilliance 
since making his big-league 
debut in 2005. 

After an impressive 12- 
10 campaign in 2007, Mc¬ 
Gowan underwent surgery 
the following year to repair 
fraying of the labrum in his 
right shoulder. He under¬ 
went another procedure 


two years later to repair a 
torn right rotator cuff. 

Despite the physical and 
mental drain, McGowan 
never lost sight of his goal 
of a big-league return and 
stuck it out over a seeming¬ 
ly endless run of rehab. 

His hard work paid off 
last September when he 
made his first major-league 
appearance in over three 
years. It was a key building 
block for the 29-year-old Sa¬ 
vannah, Ga., native, who 


has been in great spirits 
during opening week of 
camp at the team’s spring 
training facility in Dunedin, 
Fla. 

It wasn’t easy to main¬ 
tain focus when he was out 
of action. McGowan was de¬ 
termined to persevere even 
when questions about the 
future crept into his mind.
